sons, including eight Americans.

A U. S. m ilitary spokesman 
said the dead included five U. S. 
servicem en, 
three

civilians, one Frenchm an, one 
woman 
who m ay have 
been 
F rench and seven other persons 
who have not yet been uniden­ 
tified. Some of them w ere cau­ 
casians.

fear other victims are yet to 
be reported from scattered Viet­ 
nam ese hospitals. He said 30 
persons w ere treated at A m eri­ 
can installations.

PHILADELPHIA (U PI) —The 
first break in a five-day wildcat 
violence-m arked strike by some 
12,000 T eam sters 
cam e 
today 
when trucks began rolling to a 
num ber of area superm arkets. 


The strike by the truck driv­ 
ers, m em bers of T eam sters Lo­ 
cal 107, had halted deliveries of 
fresh foods to four large groc­ 
ery chains operating in a three- 
state arca. 


The chains had issued an ulti­ 
m atum 
to 
the striking 
truck 
drivers to report on the job to­ 
day or consider themselves* as 
having quit. 


A spokesm an for Acme M ar­ 
kets reported this m orning that 
“ quite a num ber of trucks were 
on the s tre e t” rushing supplies 
to superm arkets that had been 
drained of supplies. 


The spokesm an said warehous 
em ployes w ere “ s*o busy load­ 
ing supplies on the tru ck s” that 
they did not have tim e to count 
how m any vehicles w ere roll­ 
ing. 


The Food F a ir chain reported 
that it was operating about “75 
per c en t” of norm al as the re­ 
sult of truck drivers returning. 
The com pany spokesm an said 
" m o s t” of the regularly sched­ 
uled drivers reported to work 
this morning and “ others were 
com ing in dribs and d ra b s .”

Weeds Taboo 


In Yardley 


The Yardley Board of Health 
today issued a warning to resi­ 
dents that 
weeds 
and 
grass 
must be kept trimmed in com­ 
pliance with a borough health 
ordinance. 
Dorothy J. Griffith, .secretary, 
said the board is calling the sit­ 
uation to the resident’s atten­ 
tion as the board steps up its 
campaign against uncut grass 
and weeds in the borough. 
Property owners were 
also 
advised to be on the lookout 
for growth of poison ivy, poison 
sumac and other noxious weeds. 
Kill Poison 
The secretary stated that if 
any are discovered, they should 
be killed with a proper chemical 
treatment. Pulling them out of 
the ground will not suffice, she 
said. 
The roots and leaves of such 
plants should never be burned 
as the smoke can be as harm ­ 
ful as actual contact with the 
plant's leaves, she warned. 
Keith Dunham, board presi­ 
dent. said that the health ordi­ 
nance requires that all grass 
and weeds should not be per­ 
mitted to grow 
higher 
than 
eight inches and asked all resi­ 
dents to cooperate with 
the 
board. 
High Grass 
He also asked that residents 
plagued by 
high 
grass 
and 
weeds should bring them to the 
board’s attention. 
Failure to comply with the 
ordinance could result in the 
property owner being subjected 
to a fine, he said. The ordi­ 
nance also permits the board 
to authorize cutting of the grass 
or weeds by a qualified peson.
